OTTAWA,  (HNS)  —  A  Mon¬ 
treal  by-law^  requiring  stores  to 
remain  closed  on  ^  six  Roman 
Catholic  holy  days  of  obligation, 
and  the  provincial  statute  on 
which  it  was  based,  were  ruled 
invalid  by  the  Supreme  Court 
of  Canada  here. 

The  decision  of  the  nine-man 
tribunal  was  unanimous.
